PONDFIELD BROOK BRIDGE. 


The last annual town meeting instructed the Se- 
lectmen to build an iron bridge over Pondfield brook, 
near the residence of Mr. H. E. Gordon, at a cost not to 
exceed $1,200.00. - The town did not vote to raise the 
amount, consequently the Selectmen did not make as 
large a reduction of town debt as they had hoped, the 
reduction being the cost of the bridge, or about 
$1,200.00 less than it would otherwise have been. The 
bridge, as constructed, is of the Standard two Beam 
Girder type, using a 27 inch “I’’? Beam Girder, with 12 
inch cross I beams, and concrete arches. Length of 
the bridge is 34 feet. Width between curbing about 
18 feet. Two pipe iron railing. Practically all the 
iron work except the sides of the 27 inch girders are 
covered by the concrete, and only a small quantity of 
paint will be needed for painting. . The upkeep of this 
bridge for years to come will be practically the cost of 
keeping the roadway covered with a six inch coat of 
good gravel road mixture. 

Bridge was bought of the United Construction Co. - 
of Albany, New York, and Mr. Thomas, in that com- 
pany’s employ, was secured as foreman. The cost was 
kept within the estimate of $1,200.00, as the entire 
cost of cost of bridge and the widening and improve- 
ment of the road on both approaches will exceed that 
figure very little, if any.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In bringing again our annual school report we wish 
to thank the people for the many courtesies shown us 
and for the interest shown in the school work. We 
would especially mention the increased attendance in 
all the schools in town. This is a step in the right 
direction, and certainly indicates an increasing interest 
on the part of parents. We strongly urge all parents 
to visit schools more frequently. We notice, when 
anything occurs out of the ordinary, such as an after- 
noon given over to recitations, music or perhaps a play 
by the pupils that the parents very gladly show their 
interest by visiting the school, even though it is neces- 
sary to make an extra effort to do so. That is at it 
should be. But we ask you to make the same effort 
and manifest the same interest in the everyday work of 
the school. It encourages both teacher and pupil, and 
in no other way can you judge intelligently of the work 
being done. 

We began the year with new teachers in nearly 
all the rooms at North Woodstock, also a new teacher at 
the Tannery. The pupils have made good progress, 
and the teachers are getting good results from their 
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work. We were able to retain Miss Boothe in the in- 
termediate grades at North Woodstock, and Mrs. Brown 
and Miss Parker at the Center. They have done good 
work and the attendance has been exceptionally good. 

We had Miss Allen of Plymouth to supervise the 
work during the fall term, and while in many ways it 
was a success, it was thought best to discontinue it 
for a time. We are hoping to have supervision the 
coming year, and we believe that the solution of the 
rural school difficulty lies in a superintendent who has 
solved successfully the rural school problem. 

We have three tuition pupils at North Woodstock, 
three at the Center, and several at the Tannery.
